RUNNING "ARMS ‘TO ICANTON. 
A PROFITABLE DEAL 


Outside ‘running ‘an office ia Tce House 
Street, they say that the easiest way of 
making monoy in the Colony is to engage 
in illicit arms trading. Not with piratic- 
ally in¢lined ‘Chinesa or would-be assas- 
sing, but with either the Northern or 
Southern Forces who will always find use 
for all'the arms they. can Isy:their hands 
ou, Included in tho small band of ud- 
venturers, who from time to ‘time visit 
these shores for the purpose of conduct- 
ing deals of this description there was 
recently an American who introduced -a 
new phase inte the already delicate: busi- 
ness of arms-running. Through the usual 
channels he made it known—quictly, of 
course, but effectively—that he had arms 
for sale. Plonty, of arms—revblvers, 
automatic: pistols, rifles’ on the Winches- 
ter pattern—yes, and,cven machine guns 
—with ammunition te match. In course 
of time an emissary arrived in the Colony 
from Dr. Sun’s headquarters. The Chi- 
nese and the American scon found cen- 
tact, and then ensued the | customary 
haggling over delivery, prices, and 80 on. 
Detection, said tho American, was but'a 
small risk. The arms would-be shipped 
straight from America to Canton. hey 
would-not, of course, be labelled as arms.

for motor cars and aeroplanes. .“* [ can,” 
said the American, ‘let you have stuff 
to the value of $500,000 gold. My concern 
is prepared to take all risks with this niee 
little cargo, and undertakes to deliver 
the goods safe and sound." The Chinese 
‘thought the labelling idea a worthy one, 
and then commenced to skirmish around 
the question of payment.
